As 
there were a large number of entries 
of cakes of various kinds we believe 
our women readers will be interested 
in securing Mrs. Mekenzle's recipe, 
which follows: 


Golden Layer Cake 


% cup butter, 1 cup sugar, yolks of 
6 eggs, % cup milk, 1% cups flour, 4 
teaspoonful Magic baking powder, 1 
teaspoonful of orange extract. Cream 
butter and sugar, add well beaten 
yolks and beat again with butter and 
sugar until very light. Sift flour and 
Magic baking powder together and 
add to first mixture alternatively with 
milk. Beat lightly for about one min- 
ute, put into greased layer pans and 
bake, Temperature 400 deg. F. Time 
about 20 minutes. Put together with 
lemon filling and ice with boiled frost- 
ing. 

Lemon Filling 

1 lemon and rind, 1 cup cold water, 
1 cup sugar, 1 ege, 1 tablespoonful 
four. Beat lemon rind and egg to- 
gether. Stir in lemon juice and sugar. 
Dissolve flour in water. Cook in dou- 
bie boiler till it jellies and spread. 


, (Boiled) Frosting 


Dissolve a cup of granulated sugar 
in K cup of hot water. Wash down 


the sugar from the sides of the pan, 
cover and let boil three or four min- 
utes, uncover and let boil to a rather 
firm soft ball stage. Pour in a fine 
stream on the whites of 2 eggs, beat- 
en dry, beating constantly meanwhile. 
A few maraschino cherries chopped 
and added to the frosting gives a de- 
licious and pleasing flavor.

PEELINGS 


Never peel an eating apple unless 
the skin is definitely tough and indt- 
kestible. Much of the goodness of an 
apple is in the peel. 

Cucumber is less in stible if the 
dark green skin is left on it. If the 
cucumber is sliced very thinly the 
dark green rim is far from unattrac- 
tive looking. * 

Tomatoes for salads or sandwithes 
are best peeled. Drop the tomatoes 
into a cup of hot water for a few seC- 
onds, then take out with a fork and 
peel. The skin will come off easily. 
Leave to cool before cutting up. - 

Oranges required for salads or other 
sweets should be treated similarly and 
left for five minutes in enough boiling 
water to cover them. The skin and 
the white pithy part will then come off 
quite easily, 

Orange peel must not be despised, 
however. A small piece of orange peel 
eaten every now and then is said to 
make the eyes bright. 

Onions to be peeled should have 
boiling water poured over them. If 
they are peeled immediately after this 
they will not make your eyes smart or 
water.

This self-lighting cigarette is tipped 
with a special preparation. When you 
want to light up, you take a cigarette 
out of the fireproof packet in which 
they are contained and rub it gently 
along the side of the packet.

1,200 Kinds of Reptiles 
Found in African Desert 
Pretoria, S. Africa —A scientific ex- 
pedition to Kalahari has returned here 
after an absence of six months. Thou- 
sands of specimens of flora and fauna 
of the desert were collected, and will 
be divided between the Transvaal Hu- 
seum, the Field Museum of Chicago, 
the British Museum and the American 
Museum of Natural History in New 
York. Herbert Land, the expedition 
leader, said a systematic biological 
survey had been conducted and had 
added much to the knowledge of Ka- 
lahart and Ngamiland, hitherto vir- 
tually unknown In this respect. Little 
game of interest was encountered in 
Kalahari, but on Mabebe Flats blue 
and red wildbeestes were found in 
great numbers, while lions were num- 
erous, groups of 20 or more having 
beén seen: The collection includes 90 
different kinds of mammals, 300 speci- 
ment of birds, 1,200 of reptiles, 600 of 
fish, molluscs and crustacea, and 25, 
000 of insects.

WARMING TREES BY AEROPLANE 


In several parts of the world where 
delicate fruit crops are grown frost 


is a deadly enemy. It has been dis- 


covered that ground frosts are unlike- 
ly in cloudy weather, since the clouds, 
act like blankets and prevent the soil 
from giving up it; heat. On clear 
‘nights it has long been customary to 


protect orange, lemon, and other eitrus 


fruit trees by lighting smoke fires. 
The heat of the fires ‘s triffing, but 
their smoke clouds provide the neces 
sary counterpanes. Recent expert 
ments have shown that aeroplanes can 
be used for tucking up fruit trees for 
the night. The ‘plane files to and fro 
over the orchard, emitting a dense 
cloud of smoke, and the trees are kept 
warm. 88 
Sometimes forest fires destroy thou- 
sands upon thousands of acres of tim- 
ber. To replant these in the ordinary 
way would be almost impossible, but 


wonderful results have been obtained 


by using aeroplanes to distribute tree 
seeds over the burnt-out lands.

A short time ago I wrote a letter to 
a paper asking the question: “How 
much does a farmer earn?“ 

Today I am in receipt of the follow~ 
ing letter from a farmer in Oxford 
County: oer 
Dear Sir, 

I read your letter asking for infor- 
mation in regard to earnings on the 
farm and although I believe men on 
farms are doomed to slavery ‘without 
profit, I will try to answer your ques- 
tions in my own case, 

We live on 97 acres of land, which 
I rent from my father Who lives in 
town, 

Gross income, $1,500; Expenditures, 
$1,000, : 

The Expenditure was as follows: 
Rent and Taxes, $350;Insurance, Auto, 
Life and Fire, $250; Threshing and 
silo filling, $75; Hired help (by day), 
325; General Repairs, $50; Mill feeds 
for cows and hens, $250; total, $1,000. 

So you can see this leaves $500 to 
feed and clothe aman and his wife 
and three children aged 17, 14, 12 
years, the older two not going to 
school but staying home (one boy ani 
a girl) and working hard to do all 
they can to help earn even this small 
amount. 

There never will be a righting of af- 
fairs until there is adjustment of val- 
ues between manufacturing and agri- 
culture and that won't be, for the 
manufacturers won't allow it to be. 

This is the cause of business de- 
pression, The farmers can’t buy for 
they have not got the money, and 
they would be foolish to buy on credit 
in these times.

Production of automobiles in Can- 
ada in 1929 started at a higher rate 
than in previous years, with a total 
of 21,000 cars in January. It then 
rose rapidly to a new monthly out- 
put record of 40,621 cars in March, 
but this was in turn surpassed in 
April, when the greatest monthly 
output in the history of the industry 
was reached with 41,901 cars.

There ate two general types of par- 
asites common to sheep, namely in- 
ternal and external. Of the two types,

worms and tapeworms seem to be the 
most r of this variety while 
ticks lice cause the most harm 
done by the external type. The wool 
clip is reduced and the general well- 
being of the flock lowered when ticks 
and lice are present. These kinds of 
parasites can be effectively controlled 
by dipping. Sheep which are well 
fed and kept under sanitary conditions 
are in a better position to withstand 
parasite infestation because of their 
higher resistance. If the pastures are 
rotated, this will also be a measure of 
vention. Many losses in the lamb 
crop can also be prevented by drench- 
ing breeding ewes before they are 
turned out on pasture.

Alfalfa and Alsike 

Districts in Ontario which specialize | 
in the production of clover seed and 
alfalfa report only fair yields. In 
Halton the alfalfa growers do not ex- 
pect more than 4 to 4% bushels ot 
seed per acre while it is feared that 
seedings of last spring will not sur- 
Vive the drought. Alsike is giving 
four to six büshels an acre in Simcoe, 
County and around Kenda there are 
yields of six to nine bushels. 7 


Winter Rye and Barley Tests 
Five varieties of winter rye have 
been under test at O.A.C. in each of 
the last thirteen years. The highest 
yields of grain per acre were produced 
by the New Invincible and Rosen 
varieties. The New Invincible sur- 
passed the common variety in yield of 
grain per acre by 7.4 bushels for the 
average of the 13-year period. 
Two varieties of winter barley have 
been under test aot the college for the 
past 23 years, the Tennessee winter 
barley producing an average for the 
period of 44.3 bushels of grain per 
acre. Winter barley is much more 
subject to injury through winter kill- 
ing than either winter wheat or 
winter rye.

Empire Fruit Show 


Ontario apple growers are watching 
their orchards closely for the selec- 
tion of apples at the Empire Fruit 
Show in Leicester, Englahd, October 
24 to November 1. Fruit growers 
from all parts of the Empire will com- 
pete for honors and the competition 
promises to be keener than ever for 
the championships, cups and medals. 
The various Provincial Governments, 
as well as the Dominion Fruit Branch, 
are exhibiting special displays, while 
the individual entries from growers 
and organizations will show the 
British market the excellence of Can- 
adian apples and other fruits. At 
last year’s show in Birmingham over 
90,000 people attended. One of the 
features is the free distribution of 
Canadian apples by the Empire Mar- 
keting Board. This year they will be 
distributing over 20,000 individual 
specimens. 


Winter Wheat Experiments 


A total of more than 300 varieties 
of winter wheat consisting of hybrids 
and plant selected strains have been 
under test at the Ontario Agricultural 
College for a period of five years or 
more. The Dawson's Golden Chaff 
(O.A.C. 61) and the O. A. C. No. 104 
still continue to be the two leading 
varieties of winter wheat under test | 
at Guelph. In the average of the last 
eleven years the Dawson's Golden | 
Chaff (O. A. C. 61) produced a yield 
per acre of 65.4 bushels per annum 
and the O. A. C. No. 104 of 63 bushels 
of grain per acre per annum. The! 
highest yielding variety of red-grain-| 
ed winter wheat in the experiments 
which was the Imperial Ampler (0.A.| 
C. 92), produced an average yield of 
57.2 bushels per acre. The Dawson's 
Golden Chaff and O. A. C. No. 104 var- 
jeties of winter wheat are grown on 
more than 80 per cent of the winter 
wheat land of the province. 


Wool Salvaged 


There will be little loss to those 
sheepmen who shipped their wool to 
the Canadian Co-operative Wool 
Growers Lad., as a result of the fire 
which completely destroyed the West- 
on warehouse a short time ago. Very 
little of the 3,400,000 pounds of wool 
in storage at the time was burned, 
though all the wool was seriously 
damaged oy scorching and smoke, 
and further damage was caused by 
water poured into the building to 
quench the blaze. To check heating, 
which immediately followed soaking, 
the wool was removed to a nearby. 
field and spread out loosely in the sun 
to dry and this quick action resulted 
in a salvage of well over three million 
pounds of wet and damaged wool. The

Research Carried on by Ill-fat- 
ed Carnegie Reveals 
Oxygenless Water 


There is a death-dealing belt to all 
animal lite cavorting in the Pacific 
just north of the Equator, and woe be- 
tide the hapless fish or other ocean 
creature which blunders into this 
— |treacherous area, for the breath of 
life will be cut short for him, unless, 
by some happy chance, he manages to 
got out immediately. 

This death belt is an area approxi- 
mately 100 miles wide and extending 
probably a distance of hundreds of 
miles east and west in midocean at 
about 8 to 16 degrees north latitude— 
between the Central American coun- 
tries and the South Pacific Islands. 
It Hes from 300 to 800 feet below the 
surface and extends downward more 
than 1000 feet. 

The water in this area contains prac- 
tically no oxygen in solution, or at 
least only about one-fiftiefh of the 
amount ordfnarily found in solution at 
equal depths elsewhere—a quantity 
probably too small to support any 
form of life with which biologists are 
now acquainted.

On a 
greasy surface, for example, the cells 
are unt ble to move properly and can- 
not reconstruct the original sponge. 


French Farmers Assert that 
this Method Lessens 
Hail Destruction 


Vichy, France. A ring of sentinels 
bombs the clouds here during every 
storm, fighting hall with explosives. 

This ig the centre of the hall pre- 
vention service, in which many French 
farmers have absolute faith. Here 
in the suburb Cusset are made most 
of the rocket bombs, and the seven- 
mile semicircular line of outposts 
that protects farms around the city 
is one of the best organized in France. 

The theory is that big rockets shot 
into storm clouds, exploded by pre- 
cisely timed fuses, create waves that 
dissipate clouds and prevent the for- 
mation of hail. 

When scientists question the ef- 
ficacy of the method the farmers’ as- 
soclations show statistics to prove 
that where rockets are used there is 
a tremendous saving in lessened dam- 
age trom hall, one of the scourges of 
th Hall stones of great 
size often are reported. 

There are thirty “firing posts,” to 
each of which are detailed two men, 
usually farmers, one of whom must 
always be on duty to act at the ap- 
‘proach of a storm. As soon as storm 
clouds approach, the sentinels estt- 
mate the height and fire the rockets. 

This hall service costs each farmer 
about eitzit cents an acre a year. 
Once cannon were used to fire shells, 
but the rockets are sald to be cheap- 
er and better. Before that there 
often were used big fron funnels with 
the large end up. A charge of pow- 
der rammed in the small end was 
expolded, sending up waves that wid- 
ened,

The coun- 
try, he says, has striking auriferous 
tendenctes.

Mich- 
igan reports a bean vid of 12 per 
cent below last year in spite of a 29 
per cent increase in acreage. ‘fhe 
crop for the United States is now es- 
timated to be slightly below that of 
last year, and the yield will probably 
be the smallest since 1917.

It cohtain- 
ed a large amount of roughage and 
became a popular bedtime snack 
throughout the Winter, Like the 
pemmican, it had been made with 
great care, Floyd Bennett and Bernt 
Balchen supervising its preparation 
in Canada. 

Our daily duties took us 
doors, except in the most violent 
blizzards.

Now, the difficulty is that girls are 
not prepared to take over the prob- 
lems of homemaking when they be- 
come brides.” 

„It may astonish people to know 
that the state is training hundreds of 
girls and young women for the career 
of marriage. Outside of New York 
there are 211 centers under the super- 
vision of the State Department of 
Education where homemaking is 
taught as a fine art, and New York 
does not neglect this important’ train- 
ing. 5 
„Women and girls must get away 
from the old idea that homemaking is 
nothing but sewing, cooking and clean- 
Ing,“ Miss Van Liew added. “These 
things are but incidental and as such 
should be done by means of a time 
budget so as not to interfere with the 
major phases of the calling.” 

She reminds one that chdoging har- 
monious color combinations for the 
home and purchasing clothing, edibles 
and other supplies come into the call- 
ing of homemaking, as well as person- 
al grooming and adjustment of family 
relations, and that to be successfal in 
all these the homemaker should be 
trained. 0 

She declared that every feminine 
member of every family should be in- 
structed in home economics, She 
would ‘have the younger children 
learn it in junior high school, and 
have mother keep up with them by 
extension courses in the afternoon 
and evening.

Temperature, Not Time, 
Imparts Age to Eggs 

Ithaca, N. V. — When does an egg be- 
come “old?” 

Seeking the answer, two Cornell 
scientists find that it is not a question 
of days but of degrees of temperature 
that produce antiquity. : 

It is found that an egg as “fresh 
as three days from the hen may ac- 
tually be older than an egg more than 
two months old by the calendar. In 
other words, high temperature ages 
the ege far faster than does time. 

These findings are reported to the 
American Chemical Society by Dr. 
Paul F. Sharp and Charles K. Powell, 
ot Cornell University They find that 
the flattening of egg Ake is a better 
index of the real age than is any other 
indication.“ m ö N 

Measured by this standard the qual 
ity of eggs dropped 30 per cent. in 
about three days at a temperature of 
just under 100 degrees Fahrenheit.

Rat-Hating Cats 
To Be Encouraged 


Breeding cats as pleasant compan- 
ions for maiden ladies has been res- 
ponsible, says Dr. A. Loir, medical 
officer of the port of Le Havre in 
France, for the loss by modern felines 
of the chief reason, if not the only 
reason, why cats were ever domestic- 
ated at all. This is their ability and 
willingness to catch rats. Dutiful, rat- 
catching cats are apt to be a little 
fierce and uncompanionable, even to 
human masters. The spinster demand 
for tle, friendly cats has resulted, 
Dr. Lair believes, in breeding into the 
ca race too much affability, and 
breeding out of it the sterner qualities 
which rats and mice had reason to 
fear. Cats which regard a mouse with 
mere academic curiosity or even with 
fear are by no means unknown, the 
French biologist states, in modern 
feminine households. As health officer 
of the port, Dr. Loir must keep down 
the rat population, these animals be- 
ing great travellers by ships and great 
spreaders of dangerous disease. Poi- 
son, traps and other methods of rat 
fighting are less effective, Dr. Loir 
believes, than a large population of 
active rat-hating cais. Accordingly, 
there has been organized in Le Havre 
under Dr, Loir’s inspiration a society 
for encouraging rat-catching cats, the 
object of which organization will be 
to stimulate the use of modern meth- 
ods of selection and animal breeding 
to develop races of cats which will 
hate rats and mice as much as did the 
first domestic cats of caveman times.

LOSES 
FINE CITIZEN 


Stirling, Oct. 25—The village or 
Stirling and the county of Hastings 
suffered an irreparable loss when Dr. 
M. W. Sine, V. S., passed away at his 
home at midnight last night. In ill 
health for some time, suffering from a 
bad heart, nevertheless Dr. Sine's 
passing was a distinct shock to. the 

munity. 

The late Dr. Sine, who was seventy- 
tive years of age, was of United Em- 
pire Loyalist descent and his family 
is well known in this county. 

When a young man, he contracted 
inflammatory rheumatism, which dis- 
ease seriously weakened his heart. In

3,000 ACRE FUR FARM i 
IN ELZEVIR TOWNSHIP 


Work has been started this week on 
construction of dams on a 3,000 acre 
muskrat and beaver fur farm in the 
Township of Elzevir, County of Has- 
tings. When a number of small dams 
are completed this will control the 
water level on a net work of some 25 
marshes running in size from 25 to 
200 acres each where at present a 
large number of muskrat now inhabit 
the place. W 

This large amount of land was 
quietly procured from a number of 
deeded land owners during the past 
two years by Herbert McKnight, now 
of Toronto, who previously resided in 
the vicinity. of the farm until 1900, 
from where hé moved with the family 
to New Ontario for green fields, after 
discouraged with farming, when oats 
commanded a price of 15¢ per bushel 
and eggs 10c a dozen. After a period, 
however, of 28 years, he and 
(two brother-in-laws) returned to the 
old homestead on a hunting trip. They 
discovered that if the land could all be 
secured, it could be damed and when 
flooded would be ideal feeding ground 
for muskrats and beaver, also a game 
reserve for ducks, etc., when rice had 
been sown for food. All animals wili 
be protected and allowed to feed for 
at least two years. 

The fur farm will be known as 
Indian Creek Muskrat Farm, Ltd., 
with head office No. 2 Toronto St., 
Toronto, Ontario.
